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THE IMPORTANCE OF Albrecht Diirer’s wood- 
cuts in the historical evolution of prints can 
be grasped only by comparing them with 
earlier German woodcuts crowded with nar- 
rative detail, so crudely cut that the artist’s 
drawing was immeasurably coarsened in its 
translation to the woodblock. In Diirer there 
appeared not only a greater artist than any 
who had previously used the woodcut medi- 
um, but also one who insisted that his designs 
be executed with the utmost skill and pre- 
cision. In 1496, his standard of quality estab- 
lished, Diirer began a tremendously ambitious 
publishing project—three series of woodcuts 
of large size, ‘““The Apocalypse of St. John,” 
“The Passion of Christ,” and, finally, ““The 
Life of the Virgin.” A complete proof set of 
the latter has been acquired by the Museum 
this year for the Dudley P. Allen Collection. ! 

Though Direr worked on his three series 
more or less simultaneously, ““The Life of the 
Virgin” is the latest of the three and marks 
the climax of Durer’s activity in woodcut. 
Some pictures in the series are still late Gothic 
in style, while the latest show a complete un- 
derstanding of the Renaissance in both form 
and spirit. Work on the project was interrupt- 
ed between 1505 and 1510, and Direr spent 
part of the interval in Italy. On his return to 
Nuremberg, he set about the task of complet- 
ing and publishing his woodcuts. To complete 
“The Life of the Virgin” he designed a front- 
ispiece and two additional subjects, ““The 
Death of the Virgin’ and “The Assumption 
and Coronation of the Virgin.’’ These wood- 
cuts of 1510 and 1511, show Diurer’s complete 
assimilation of Renaissance style, in the sculp- 
tured solidity of the figures, the surer organi- 
zation of space, the more forceful concen- 
tration of composition. 

In a culture as picture-saturated as ours 
it is impossible to imagine the excitement 
caused at the beginning of the 16th century 
by Durer’s three great pictorial religious 
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cycles. Yet, in spite of the four centuries of dazzling artistic riches which in- 
tervene between Direr’s world and ours, ““The Life of the Virgin” still charms 
us with the warmth and inventiveness of its imagery. 

The Museum’s set of “The Life of the Virgin” is a rare and precious work— 
rare because of its “proof impressions,” printed before the edition of 1511 
when a Latin text was printed on the reverse of the woodcuts and title infor- 
mation was added to the title page. It is precious because so early a printing 
was made before the woodblocks began to show wear from the pressure of the 
press. The printing on the whole is dark. The pages are trimmed to the border 
line and the border lines are strengthened with ink; the woodcuts are other- 
wise in an excellent state of preservation.

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VARIOUS JUSTIFICATIONS might be invoked for an exhibition of acqui- 

sitions made during the past twelve months. And surely the Christmas 

season is an appropriate one to offer so many splendid gifts for the ‘pleasure 
and enlightenment of the Museum visitor. 

These works of art are concrete evidence of curatorial achievement within 
the generous accessions budget administered by the Trustees. The funds now 
available are such that an annual review seems appropriate, a summation that 
allows public and staff alike to judge the merit of the year’s accomplishments. 
The rapidly diminishing numbers of available important paintings and sculp- 
ture make it mandatory that the Museum exert every effort to acquire works 
in these categories of sufficient quality to match the already excellent collec- 
tions of medieval and later decorative arts. The notable works by Rubens, 
Cranach, Murillo, Riemenschneider, and Philippe de Champaigne were much 
needed. “Diana and Her Nymphs Departing for the Chase” by Rubens is a 
particularly significant purchase made possible by the recently active Leonard 
C. Hanna, Jr., Bequest, and gives the Museum a great baroque painting in a 
grand manner, matched only by such pictures as those to be seen in quantity 
at Brussels, Antwerp, and Munich, or singly in New York, Philadelphia, 
and Toledo. 

The favorable market in Oriental art made it possible to acquire numerous 
beautiful works in all media. Various drawings and prints also were added to 
this fine and internationally respected department. Availability is the ultimate 
determinant in any acquisitions program. Any one year may provide more 
opportunities in one field than in another. But, cumulatively, year by year, 
one hopes that a reasonable balance will prevail allowing this Museum to 
develop as an institution dedicated to the collection, preservation, exhibition, 
and explanation of great works of art wherever and whenever they were made.

THE PRINT CLUB OF Cleveland and The Cleveland Museum of Art are joint 
sponsors of an exhibition of one of Japan’s foremost woodcut artists, Shiko 
Munakata. The exhibition coincides with the distribution to Print Club 
members of the Club’s presentation prints for 1959 and 1960, two woodcuts 
by Munakata. 

In his introduction to the exhibition catalogue Sherman E. Lee says of 
Munakata, “The larger part of his success is certainly due to his powerful and 
individual style, but a part of his recognition is that given by today’s art world 
to the growing stature of the modern movement in Japan .. . Molded by East 
and West, old and new, ‘folk’ and ‘intelligentsia,” Munakata dominates these 
influences by his own fiery personality and artistic integrity.” 

A selection of Munakata’s woodcuts accomplished over the past twenty 
years, including his famous mural “Hunting in Flowering Wilderness,” forms 
the major part of the exhibition, but representative examples of his paintings 


and calligraphy also will be shown. The illustrated catalogue for the exhibition 
was printed in Japan. 
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
